Necessary  Conversations 


In  my  first  year  at  Park  Avenue,  I  made  a 
commitment  to  experience  our  community 
“as  is.”  Given  synagogue  history,  the  number 
of  congregants  to  meet,  and  my  desire  to 
settle  my  family  into  our  new  life,  I  believed 
(and  still  do)  that  it  would  be  enough  to  learn 
the  rhythms  and  rites  of  a  congregation  that  I 
hope  to  serve  for  years  to  come.  Certainly  as  the 
professional  and  lay  leadership  map  out  plans  for 
the  coming  years,  the  first  step  of  any  process  of 
transformation  is  to  make  an  honest  assessment  of 
our  present  condition  before  charging  forward. 

Now,  as  we  begin  a  new  year,  it  is  time  to  look  at  the 
necessary  conversations  that  require  our  immediate  attention. 
While  the  concerns  of  a  community  such  as  ours  are  infinite, 

I  have  -  in  consultation  with  the  lay  leadership  -  designated 
five  “necessary  conversations”  that  I  believe  are  critical  for  our 
community’s  success.  In  no  particular  order,  they  are: 

Shabbat  Services:  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  has  a  unique 
commitment  to  synagogue  music.  Our  commitment  to  tradition 
and  insistence  on  musical  innovation  must  continue  in  earnest. 
This  year,  I  look  forward  to  pressing  this  conversation  forward. 
Together  with  Cantor  Abramson  and  the  Ritual  Committee,  and 
as  the  Cantorial  Search  Committee  engages  in  its  process,  I  hope 
to  define  new  horizons  -  for  our  ongoing  community  and  for 
those  Jews  searching  for  a  spiritual  home. 

Congregational  School:  For  a  variety  of  reasons, 
sociological,  economic  and  others,  there  has  been  resurgence 
nationally  in  interest  in  supplementary  Jewish  education.  There 
is  an  across-the-board  acknowledgement  that  the  models  of 
religious  school  education  in  place  for  decades  are  in  need  of 
assessment  and  re-envisioning.  This  year  is  our  year  to  engage 
in  a  necessary  conversation  towards  constructing  a  new  model  to 
carry  us  into  the  future. 

Creating  a  Caring  Community:  Hesed  (Compassion)  must 
infuse  everything  we  do  as  a  synagogue.  This  year  I  hope  that 


Park  Avenue  builds  its  ties  to  a  series  of  UJA- 
sponsored  agencies  all  positioned  to  help  our  own 
and  the  broader  Jewish  and  New  York  community. 
Through  these  relationships  we  must  position 
our  congregational  community  to  be  a  source  of 
comfort  to  those  suffering  loss  of  any  kind. 

Israel:  This  year,  the  theme  of  our  Shabbaton 
will  turn  to  Israel  and  the  changing  nature  of  the 
relationship  between  Diaspora  Jewry  and  Israel. 
Beyond  any  one  weekend,  I  hope  our  synagogue 
will  be  a  place  where  this  critical  conversation  is 
actively  considered  in  word  and  deed. 

Conservative  Judaism:  The  future  of  Conservative  Judaism, 
and  all  religious  denominations  for  that  matter,  is  very  much  in 
flux.  Through  our  commitment  to  Torah  (study),  tefillah  (prayer) 
and  gemilut  hasadim  (acts  of  kindness),  we  must  exemplify  a 
model  of  a  Judaism  that  is  spiritually  uplifting  and  intellectually 
rigorous,  attentive  to  the  concerns  of  Jews  and  humanity,  and 
constantly  striving  to  provide  Jews  with  the  tools  to  reclaim  their 
religious  heritage. 

There  you  have  it.  Five  necessary  conversations  -  all  of  which 
are  taking  place  at  any  given  time  in  the  committee  meetings, 
hallways  and  cyberspace  of  your  synagogue.  I  am  delighted  that 
this  year  the  quality  of  these  conversations  is  enhanced  by  new 
colleagues  on  staff.  I  especially  want  to  welcome  Steven  Rein, 
Assistant  Rabbi;  Elana  Cohen,  Interim  Cantor;  and  Azi  Schwartz, 
Interim  Cantor,  who  will  be  with  us  for  the  holidays.  Their  “new” 
voices,  filled  with  idealism  and  energy,  will  enable  us  to  approach 
these  conversations  with  renewed  enthusiasm. 

Most  importantly,  as  we  begin  this  new  year,  I  invite  each  and 
every  Park  Avenue  congregant  to  join  me  in  imagining  our  shared 
future  together.  I  look  forward  to  hearing  your  ideas,  getting  your 
input  and  calling  on  you  to  help  make  our  dreams  a  reality. 

May  this  year,  and  the  years  that  follow,  be  filled  with 
health  and  happiness  for  all  of  us.  Debbie  and  I  wish  the  entire 
community  a  sweet  and  joyous  New  Year.  Shanah  Tovah!

His  book  focused  on  the 
current  issues  confronting  Israel  and 
his  description  of  Israel  as  home  for  all 
Jewish  people  was  quite  poignant.  To 
borrow  from  his  words,  we  aspire  to 
make  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  home. 

He  writes: 

"Home,  quite  simply  is  where  we  go  to 
be  ourselves  ...Home  is  where  we  go 
to  heal,  to  recover.  Home  is  where  we 
define  a  world  in  which  we  believe  we 
can  thrive,  in  which  "we"  and  not  others  are  the  determinants 
of  how  we  will  live...  For  all  of  us  homes  are  not  simply  a 
refuge  but  an  opportunity  to  create  a  world  with  ourselves  at 
the  center...  We  are  surrounded  by  the  art  and  the  books  that 
speak  to  us,  we  set  up  the  space  in  a  way  that  works  for  us, 
that  enables  us  to  relax,  to  be  ourselves.  We  listen  to  the  music 
that  "we"  want  to  hear,  we  celebrate  the  holidays  that  are 
important  to  "us"  in  the  way  we  choose  to  mark  them...  Home 
is  the  place  where  we  are  the  center,  the  place  that  actually 
exists  in  order  to  be  "about"  us  and  "for"  us. " 

While  Gordis  was  writing  about  Israel  as  home  for  the  Jewish 
people,  his  message  applies  equally  to  our  synagogue  in  that  Park 


Avenue  Synagogue  must  become  home  for  all  of  its  members. 
This  is  a  lofty  goal  for  any  synagogue,  especially  for  one  the 
size  of  ours.  Yet  I  believe  this  aspiration  is  attainable.  Rabbis 
Cosgrove  and  Rein  endeavor  to  make  Judaism  come  alive 
intellectually  each  Shabbat  and  Festival,  as  well  as  at  each  of 
the  many  courses  on  Jewish  learning  available  to  our  members. 
They  are  always  accessible  for  lifecycle  events  and  spiritual 
guidance.  The  music  from  our  Cantors  exhibits  the  splendor  of 
our  synagogue's  musical  heritage  and  encourages  participation 

at  each  service.  Our  schools  work 
diligently  to  be  exciting  and  inspiring 
to  our  youngest  members  who 
represent  our  future. 

This  is  our  task.  This  is  our 
endeavor.  I  promise  that  we  will 
all  be  trying  our  best  to  make  Park 
Avenue  Synagogue  your  home. 

This  time  of  year  brings  our 
Kol  Nidre  Annual  Appeal  which  is 
critical  to  the  financial  health  of  our 
synagogue.  Dues  represent  less  than 
40%  of  our  budget  and  thus  we  rely 
on  the  generosity  of  our  members 
for  financial  security  and  stability.

He  continues  to  serve  as 
a  chaplain,  assigned  to  Bolling  Air  Force  Base  in 
Washington,  DC.  During  his  years  at  JTS,  Rabbi 
Rein  held  student  pulpits  in  Metairie,  LA;  Hern¬ 
don,  VA;  and  Fitzgerald,  GA.

An  Educational  Vision  for  the  Congregational  School 


Ron  Koas,  Educational  Director 

I  am  pleased  and  excited  to  wel¬ 
come  new  and  returning  students  to 
the  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  Congre¬ 
gational  School.  Our  school  strives 
to  create  a  caring,  nurturing  community 
for  all  of  our  students  and  their  families. 
From  Gan  through  middle  school,  our 
curriculum  includes  Torah  study,  Hebrew 
language,  middot  (Jewish  values),  a  love  for  the  land  of  Israel  and 
the  Jewish  people,  as  well  as  opportunities  for  gemilut  hasadim 
(acts  of  loving  kindness)  and  social  action. 

Over  the  summer,  we  began  reviewing  and  assessing  our 
curriculum,  a  process  that  will  ultimately  include  input  from  our 
students,  faculty,  staff,  lay  leaders  and  families.  Over  the  next 
three  years  we  expect  to  introduce  an  increasingly  experiential, 
child-centered  program.  Toward  this  end,  we  will  offer  ongoing 
professional  development  workshops  for  teachers,  both  in-house 
and  in  conjunction  with  the  Board  of  Jewish  Education. 

Our  school  program  is  based  on  four  principles: 

A  nurturing  Jewish  environment.  Especially  for  our  youngest 
students,  informal  and  interactive  instruction  with  frequent  visits 


to  the  sanctuary  and  chapel  cultivates  the  children’s  sense  of  the 
synagogue  as  their  second  home. 

Family  engagement  in  the  educational  process.  Monthly 
programs  in  which  children  and  parents  learn  together  give 
parents  the  tools  to  step  up  to  the  plate  as  the  primary  shapers  of 
their  children’s  sense  of  Jewish  identity. 

Technology.  Computers  in  the  classrooms  and  eventually,  a 
computer  lab  with  Internet  access,  allow  teachers  and  students  to 
reinforce  teaching  and  learning  with  use  of  Hebrew  and  Judaic 
software  programs  and  to  prepare  projects  with  the  same  sorts 
of  digital  tools  that  they  are  accustomed  to  using  in  their  general 
studies. 

Flexible  programming.  Older  students  have  the  opportunity 
to  choose  one  or  two  electives  each  semester  on  topics  ranging 
from  Jewish  cooking  to  Mishnah  to  contemporary  Israeli  poetry 
to  advanced  Hebrew  conversation.

Poland  to  Israel  -  A  Journey  Through  Time,  July  2009 


// 


Declare  God's  glory  among 
the  nations,  God’s  marvels 
among  all  peoples.”  These 
words  from  Psalm  96  could 
have  been  the  motto  for  the  Cantors  Assembly 
mission  to  Poland  and  Israel  in  July.  We  traveled 
300  strong  -  70  cantors  and  230  laypeople, 
including  our  own  Marcia  Colvin,  David  Dane, 

Ruth  Eppler,  Dana  and  David  Shani,  Cantor 
David  and  Joan  Lefkowitz,  and  my  husband, 

Mitch  Glenn  -  for  a  week  in  Poland,  and  then  a 
week  in  Israel. 

We  made  history  by  honoring  and  reviving  the  voices  that 
were  once  heard  in  Poland,  but  are  no  more.  Cantors  sang  in 
the  synagogues  in  Warsaw  and  Krakow.  On  Shabbat  our  voices 
brought  thriving  Jewish  worship  to  now  quiet  shuts,  and  local 
Poles  came  to  hear  our  joyous  prayer. 

At  the  Jewish  Gensa  Cemetery  in  Warsaw,  the  Park  Avenue 
group  stood  together  at  the  memorial  to  Janusz  Korczak. 
Connecting  that  memorial  to  the  one  at  the  entrance  to  our  own 
synagogue,  we  paid  homage  to  the  man  who  did  not  allow  his 
orphans  to  go  to  their  deaths  alone. 

At  the  National  Opera  House  we  presented  a  concert  of 
cantorial  music  with  full  orchestra,  to  a  sold-out  crowd  of 
Warsaw  citizens.  The  moving  highlight  of  that  concert  was  a 
Polish  children’s  chorus,  in  stiff  white  shirts,  singing  Ani  Maamin 
and  Hatikvah  together  with  all  of  us. 

In  Auschwitz,  the  place  where  one  does  not  ask  “why,”  we 
davened  shacharit  in  our  tallitot  and  tefillin.  In  that  place  of 


horror  and  death,  we  brought  life,  prayer  and 
tradition.  I  had  the  honor  of  being  a  gabbai  for 
the  Torah  service  and  called  up  my  colleagues 
for  aliyot.  After  our  walk  to  Birkenau,  I  sang  in  a 
moving  program  dedicated  to  those  millions  of  our 
people  whose  lives  ended  in  the  crematoria,  now 
ruined  but  still  visible  to  us  as  we  sang  and  cried. 

In  Krakow  we  attended  performances  of  and 
participated  in  the  Jewish  Music  Festival.  This 
weeklong  festival  of  Jewish  culture,  directed  by 
non-Jews  for  the  Polish  people,  brings  Jewish 
musicians  from  all  over  the  world  to  renew  the 
rich  musical  life  that  flourished  in  Poland  before  the  Holocaust. 
On  Saturday  afternoon  and  into  the  night  thousands  of  people 
filled  the  square  in  Kazimierz,  the  former  Jewish  quarter  of 
Krakow,  to  listen  to  the  sounds  of  klezmer  and  hazzanut. 

Abraham  Joshua  Heschel  wrote,  “A  world  has  vanished.  All 
that  remains  is  a  sanctuary  hidden  in  the  realm  of  spirit.  We  of 
this  generation  are  still  holding  the  key.  Unless  we  remember, 
unless  we  unlock  it,  the  holiness  of  the  ages  will  remain  a  secret 
of  God.”  I  believe  that  the  cantors.  Park  Avenue  Synagogue 
members  and  others  who  traveled  on  this  mission  to  Poland  did 
indeed  unlock  holiness  and  memory  as  we  studied,  prayed,  and 
travelled  together.  Most  importantly,  we  brought  Jewish  music 
and  life  to  Poland,  proving  that  Am  Yisrael  Chat  -  the  people  of 
Israel  lives!
